Secret  sii^xamined 
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How  to  make  a  difference 


Anioriain  FamiK  AsstKiation  presi¬ 
dent  Donald  £.  Wildmon  recently 
wrote  about  "the  letter  \\  hich  broke 
my  heart.  The  person  had  written  these 
v\()rds:  'Please  remove  me  from  vour  mail¬ 
ing  list.  1  have  quit  caring.'" 

Is  it  so  difficult  to  understand  how  a 
person  could  reach  such  an  unfortunate 
conclusion? 

♦  In  Washington,  D.C.,  grown  men  and 
women  quibble  over  the  meaning  of  "is," 
white  six-year  old  children  across  the  coun- 
,  "Mommy,  what's  oral  sex?" 

♦  In  Nevada,  a  pawn  shop  owner 
displays  his  unusual  collection  —  a 
large  jar  full  of  gold-filled  teeth  that 
people  have  torn  from  their  mouths 
pefore  his  eyes,  in-order  tiv  get  cash 
and  return  to  the  casinos. 

♦  In  Mississippi,  a  radical 
Muslim  cleric  who  advocates  racial 
superiority  is  invited  to  speak  at  a 
Christian  church,  then  ceremoni- 
ouslv  honored  by  city  leaders. 

The  bad  news  is  those  four  little 
items  barely  scratch  the  surface  of 
modern  American  "culture"  (term 
used  loosely).  It's  enough  to  make  a 
Christian  vvant  to  give  up,  to  quit 
caring,  isn't  it? 

That's  not  the  w'ay  of  the 
Christian,  however.  Of  the  many 
attributes  of  Christ  —  the  person 
after  whom  we  have  committed  to  pattern 
our  lives  —  one  of  the  most  prominent  has 
to  be  his  persistence  in  the  face  of  cultural 
pressure  and  overwhelming  opposition. 

He  was  one^person,  a  common  laborer 
and  member  of  a  dow  ntrodden  race,  in  an 
oppressed  backw'ater  far  from  the  seats  of 
political  pow'er  and  social  influence. 

He  didn't  have  walls  covered  w'ith  fancv 
diplomas  and  meaningless  awards.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  he  didn't  even  have  anv  walls. 

He  owned  v  irtually  nothing.  He  was 
scorned  and  discredited  by  his  own  peo¬ 
ple.  Yet,  he  set  out  to  change  the  world,  and 
he  did  just  that. 

Almost  2,000  years  later,  we  still  date  each 
day  by  a  calendar  that  marks  his  existence. 
We  pray  to  the  Father  in  his  name,  and  we 


pv)int  our  precious  chil¬ 
dren  toward  him. 

Towering  edifices 
and  small  huts  —  gath¬ 
ering  places  for  his*fol- 
lowers  —  continue  to 
be  built  in  his  name  all 
•iround  the  world,  all 
this  time  later. 

With  Jesus  as  our 
model,  how  could  vv’e 
ever  conceive  of  quit¬ 
ting,  of  giving  up,  of 
not  caring  any  longer? 

It's  well  past  time 
for  us  to  stop  griping 
about  the  low  esteem 
in  which  our  culture 
holds  us.  It's  well  past 
time  for  us  to  start 
making  a  difference. 

Take  for  example 
Senate  Bill  (SB)  2276, 
swiftiv  introduced 
after  the  convening  of 
the  1999  session  or  the 
Mississippi  Legislature 
in  earlv  January. 

SB  2276  proposed  to 
legalize  the  training  of 
casino  employees  at 
Mississippi  s  commu¬ 
nity  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities 
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Legislative 
claimed  the 
bill  w'as  about  training 
Mississippians  for  h 
management  jobs. 

However,  a  detailed  examination  by 
staffers  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Christian 
Action  Commission  (XTAC)  revealed  that 
job  training  allowed  under  the  bill  includ¬ 
ed  such  lofty  careers  as  "boxmen,  Keno 
runners,  pit  bosses,  and  shills." 

Webster's  New  World  Dictionary 
defines  a  shill  as,  "the  confederate  of  a 
gambler,,,  who  pretends  to  buy,  bet,  or  bid 
so  as  to  lure  onlookers  into  participating." 

Do  you  really  want  the  state's  colleges 
and  universities  pitching  the  fine  art  of 
shilling  as  a  career  to  Mississippi's  stu- 
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igh-paying  casino  dents?  CAC  staffers  didn't  think  so,  either. 

When  legislators  found  out  CAC  was 
preparing  to  alert  Baptists  around  the  state 
about  the  flaws  of  SB  2276,  the  proposal 
died  a  quiet  death  on  a  committee  docket. 

Tlie  moral  of  the  storv'  isjhat  together  we 
can  make  a  difference,  but  equallv  impor¬ 
tant  is  the  fact  the  you  can  make  a  difference 
as  an  individual  and  as  part  of  a  team,  too. 

Just  don't  giv'e  up.  Don't  quit  caring. 
Withdrawing  from  our  responsibilities 
today  can  only  contribute  to  a  tragic  future. 

That's  a  concept  Jesus  apparently  under¬ 
stood  well.  Why  else  would  he  have  those 
nail  scars  in  his  hands?

In  this  text,  we  see  the  disci¬ 
ples  display  the  attitude  of  self¬ 
ish  ambition,  which  is  common 
to  us  all  at  one  time  or  another. 
Selfishness  is  an  integral  part  of 
this  sinful  nature  we  inherited 
at  birth.  When  we  become  a 
Christian,  no  one  pushes  the 
"clear"  button.  Even  though  we 
are  a  new  creation,  we  still 
struggle  with  these  old  atti¬ 
tudes  until  we  recognise  them 
and  allow  them  to  be  brought 
under  the  lordship  of  Jesus. 
Jesus'  disciples  were  no  differ¬ 
ent.  Prior  to  going  up  to 
Jerusalem,  Jesus  hacT  recently 
completed  a  time  of  private

The  disciples  had 
seen  him  in  many  situa¬ 
tions,  but  I  am  convinced 
they  had  never  seen  him 
as  passionate  about  any- 
thing  as  this.  As  he  took 
them  aside,  he  told  them 
for  the  third  time  that  "we  are 

r'  ig  to  Jerusalem"  (they  will 
with  him)  but  he  will  be 
betrayed,  condemned  to  death 
and  delivered  to  the  Gentiles  to 
suffer.  The  disciples  heard  the 
prediction  again,  but  they  still 
didn't  really  understand. 

A  selfish  request  (vv.  35-40). 
Though  the  disciples  didn't 
understand  about  the  predic¬ 
tion,  they  must  have  sensed  that 
the  establishment  of  his  king¬ 
dom  was  near.  Not  yet  under¬ 
standing  that  his  kingdom  was 
a  spiritual  one,  not  earthly, 
James  and  John  decide  to  ^t  in 
on  the  ground  floor.  They 


approach  him  with  a  request 
and,  patiently,  he  allows  tnem 
to  display  their  lack  of  spiritual 
depth  by  disclosing  their  wish¬ 
es.  They  had  no  desire  to  be 
near  Jesus  when  his  kingdom 
was  manifested,  only  to  have 
the  highest  offices  in  this  new 
kingdom.  Ambition  was  the  fire 
that  fueled  their  desire,  not  loy¬ 
alty.  Have  you  felt  that  same  fire 
bum  in  your  heart?  1  have.  But 
Jesus  is  patient  with  me  as  he 
was  with  the  disciples.  He 
answered  their  ouestion  with  a 
question.  When  ne  refers  to  the 
cup,  he  was  referring  to  the  suf¬ 
fering  he  must  endure.  They 
were  ouick  to  answer  that  they 
were  able;  he  answers  they  they 
would  indeed  dtink  of  that  cup 
and  be  baptized  with  that  bap¬ 
tism;  the  servant  must  be  like 
the  Master  in  suffering,  too.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  at  the 
moment  of  his  triumph  the  ones 
that  were  on  his  right  and  his 
left  were  two  thieves  who  were 
being  crucified  along  with  him. 


This  showed  plainly  what  it 
meant  to  share  in  his  cup  and 
his  baptism. 

The  standard  of  greatness 
(w.  42-45).  When  the  other  ten 
disciples  heard  of  the  request, 
they  were  indignant,  a  sure 
sign  of  their  own  spiritual  shal¬ 
lowness.  Jesus  took  them  vi; 
aside  at  once  and  explained  ti 
them  the  true  nature  o' 
Christian  leadership  which  is 
humble  service.  As  an  example 
he  used  the  rulers  of  the 
Gentiles  and  how  the  great 
ones  exercise  authority  over 
them.  In  the  Christian  world, 
that  picture  is  flip-flopped. 
Whoever  will  be  great  must  be 
a  servant.  Jesus  reminded  them 
that  he,  himself,  set  the  exam¬ 
ple  here  when  he  stooped 
down  andjemptied  himself  for 
us  in  that  he  came  not  to  be 
sei  iod,  but  to  serve  and  give 
his  life  for  many.

destroyed.  It  made  each  deity 
small  and  weak.  Third,  idofs 
were  often  territorial  and  nation¬ 
al.  Each  kingdom  had  its  own 
gods.  Verses  24-26  rebuke  each 
of  these  ideas,  leaving  instead  an 
understanding  that  there  is  but 
one  God,  Creator  of  all,  the  One 
in  whom  each  and  every  being 
finds  its  origins.  Verse  28  is  a 
high  statement  of  the  sovereign¬ 
ty  of  God.  "For  in  Him  we  live 
and  move  and  exist." 

A  correction  (vv.  29-31). 
Having  clarified  ‘  the  error  of 
idolatry',  Paul  now  corrects  their 
thinking.  Since  the  divine  nature 
cannot  be  captured  by  the  artis¬ 
tic  efforts  of  humanity'  in  gold, 
silver,  or  stone,  Gexi  has  sent  his 
Son,  who  was  resurrected  from 
the  dead.  As  a  result  of  what 
Cod  has  done,  they  all  should 
repent  of  their  sins.  A  day  of 
judgment  is  coming,  and  the  res¬ 
urrection  is  the  prixif,  Paul  says. 

A  popular  argument  against 
Christianity  is  that  there  is  lack 


of  e\'idence  to  prove  God's  exis¬ 
tence.  Some  claim  they  would 
believe  if  they  could  only  find 
proof.  It  is  funny  how  people 
will  accept  as  logical  a  world 
view  that  says  the  complexity 
and  beauty  of  human  life  nas  no 
logic  to  it  at  all  and  is  instead  an 
accident,  then  reject  as  illogical  a 
Christian  world  view  that  says 
the  complexity  and  beauty  of  life 
is  v'ery  logical  indeed  because  it 
is  rooted  in  a  loving  Creator.  The 
lack  of  evidence  is  not  the  prob¬ 
lem  —  it  is  the  suppression  of 
evidence.  (Rom.  1:18)  God  has 
made  himself  known  in  nature, 
and  ultimately  in  Jesus  Christ.
